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VETO BY IKE MAKES SENSE 


With some Democratic and some Republican congressmen and 
senators doing a "Chicken Little" act around the country, telling all 
and sundry that the farmers’ sky is falling because Ike vetoed the farm 
bill, it might pay to pause for a moment and see just what the status 
of the farmer now is. 

First, the issue was not one of a farm program or no farm pro- 
gram. The issue was whether or not the president would sign or veto 
a bad bill. With typical honesty, Ike vetoed. This means that as of 
now, you farmers are under the same program that you have been 
under since 1955 by virtue of a farm program enacted in 1954 through 
a coalition of Republicans and Democrats in Washington. 

And back in 1954, this “non-partisian" farm program was head- 
lined as being a pretty fair sort of legislative job. 

When the president submitted his 1956 program to the congress 
last January, he urged immediate action so that certain provisions 
would become operative during the 1956 farm pcre ear. 

With no delay whatsoever, politics popped up; Republicans, gen- 
erally, wanted to push the farm bill through. Democrats, generally, 
wanted to delay the bill long enough so that there would be no chance 
for a Republican president to take credit for any new payments to 
farmers, such as soil bank money, prior to the November election. 

Secondary strategy of the Democrats was to butcher u the bill 
to such an extent that the president would not sign it, in which case 
they could say Republicans are against farmers; or, if the president 
did sign, the cull aay that he had no principle, for he would be sign- 
ing a bill with major provisions that he opposed. 

Then a third strategy, entered into by many congressmen from 
farm districts, was to put their own personal amendments into the orig- 


inal farm bill whereby they hoped to dish out something extra for the || 


farmers of their districts. 


Result of this maneuver was that the bill that finally went to the 
political || 


president's desk was a grab bag type of thing designed 
expediency rather than by a sincere interest in farmers of the nation. 

So Ike vetoed the bill, in spite of intense political pressure, and 
we congratulate him for his action. Right now, you farmers are better 
off under your exsting farm program than you would have been under 
the conglamoration of nothing that was given to the president by the 
congress as a farm program. 

The sky is not falling. 

And regardless of what congress now does, the basic hope for 
farmers still lies in greater efforts by organized groups of farmers to 
sell the things produced on the farm. From the government, must 
come continued research; aggressive efforts to get rid of farm sur- 
plusses; a logical program to cut out so-called surplus production; con- 
tinued progress toward less government control of farmers; provisions 
for long-term credit to farmers. 

These were some of the basic ideas of the original 1956 farm bill 
presented by the president. But, as we said, politics popped into the 
picture when statesmanship was needed.

HOLDING OF NAVEL ORANGE CROP 
MAY EFFECT NEXT YEAR'S CROP SET 


Owing to the slow start of this 
year’s navel season, some Central 
California growers are experienc- 
ing difficulty with unpicked fruit, 


reports Farm Advisor Karl Opitz. 


A fear has been expressed that 
late holding of the oranges will 
depress next year’s crop set. No 
data is available concerning the 
possible depressive effect with 
navel oranges.
